Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The amended claim expands the scope of 
control agent with respect to obtaining a specific reduction in the percentage of the high 
molecular weight component. The portions of the specification cited by applicants in 
support of this amendment do not disclose the relationship now claimed, and therefore 
the expanded range of control agent comprises prohibited new matter.
